Life and Manners were of good repute ; as long- 
as Germanicus and Druſus lived, he was 
Cloſe and Crafty in counterfeiting Vertue, as long 
as kis Mother was alive, he kept a mean be- 
ewrxe Vertue and Vice : For Cruelty he was. 
Infamous ; but for his Lufts , as long as he 
either Loved. or Feared Scjanus, Secret, 
' But in the end, he burſt out into all Wick- 
edneſs and Diſhoneſty, and caſling away bath 
Fear and Shame, he ſuffered him{/elf to be car-- 
ried wholly by his victous Inclinations. 

Of Caligula, this judgment of Paſſienus 
15 very notable; There was never a better 
Servant, nor a worſe Mater. Ic is almoſt 
incredible , whar variety of Diſpoſitiuns 
were found in Marms and Sy/a; ſo that 
Plutarch doubrs , whether Fortune wrought 
this Cilnge 1n. their Natures ,.. or onely 
broughr to lighr whar before of wick- 
-edneſs lay concealed in them. In which 
_ caſe , if | ſhould ſpeak my opinion, I 
would: declare, I thought they did nor 
change their Natures ; bur onely pull off 
thoſe Maſks , that fear, and a narrow 
Fortune had Muffled them' withal, Juſt as 
Leontins (aid of Zemo', That a Serpent 
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frozen with Cold,' hurts nat 5 but Warm'd by

-T Here are ofcentimes Impſtors, who wich 
Flatteries, and hidden Sly Suggeſtions , 
Creep 1nto the Prince's Boſom, and Corrupt” 
their Nature. To theſe kind of Men, doth. 
Tacitus impute the Pride and Cruelty of Vitel- 
lizs.  Veſpaſian, who was of a Gentle Nature, 
learnt from rheſe people ro Oppreſs his SubjeFs 


with. heayy Tributes, as the ſame. Tacitus 
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who have uſed the Service of theſe kind of 
Men, have fadly degenerated. Theſe Im- 
 Þ'Nfors ſeek Favor unto rhemſelves,by ſhow- 
ing the Prince ways to Greatneſs , Power, 


and Profit ; who by ſo much the more wil- | 


lingly doth hearken to Them, by how much 
the leſs he underſtands hinfelf. He poor 
Man, not refleQting, nor obſerving that 
theſe Men praiſe and footh him ; to the end, 
they may art laſt Berray him to Cmempr , 
and ' Expoſe him to the Hatred' 'of his Peo- 
ple. .

"Thoſe 1 call Enemzes that hate us for our Own, . 
or our Friends Sake; bat this latter kind 
of Hatred, is not 'for the moſt part ſo in- 
vererate and ſharp as the firft; and: it may 


be Mitigated much by our Ciuilities and: Pro-. 


 'fefſing, That we can Love our Friends, notwith-. 


ftanding our Relations- to their Enemnes : Yer 
the Friendſhips of the Court are for the moſt 
part Fa#ious and cruel; compelling us to break 
off all Friendſhip and Famliarities that may 
bring us into ſuſpicion: For which'ireaſon, 


may: Pablickly - pretendivg a friendfhip to 
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.one, have notwichſlanding complied Under- 
hand,and kepr fair quarter with the Adverſe 
Party ;. not out of . deſign 'to betray their 
Friend, bur to the end, 1f he ſhould chance 
ro fall, they may find a Refuge and Support. - 
And truly, this care. of our preſervation. 
may be ſometimes ;Blameleſs, bur all kind: 
of Treachery is unworthy an Honeft Man. 
This kind of Prudence hath not onely 
been pragiſed in the Brigues of the Court, 
bur in Kingdoms alſo, and that very For- 
tunately, Syenneſes, Prefidenr' of Tharſus , © 
when the War broke our between Cyrus 
and Artaxerxes, Fearing to Reſiſt Cyrug,rook: 
His Part in Perſon, and fenr his Son to Artaxs - 
erxes, to the end, rhat if Cyrus were van- 
niſhed, he might be a Refuge to his Fa- 
er, Bardus Durus eſcaping out of the- 
Hands of the Saracens , where he was 'Pri- 
Toner} ſeeing Phocas created Emperor a- 
eainſt Baſilivs , applied himſelf ro gain: 
the Friendſhip of Phocas , hicherro his. 
Enemy , and followed him ; but cauſed 
his Son, with \a concrived Flight, to take 
part with Baſilins ,, to-the end, char if Pho» 
cxs- were vanquiſhed-, he might Intercede ' 
for his Feather, as- tt afterwards: fel} our.

Chiefly we muſt beware of Threats, if we 
be nt Ready, and ſurero Execute them; . for 
Threats do both Warn our adverſary.rto Be- 
ware, and Prowhke his Hatred to Double our In- 
partes; affording us nothing but Shame, in 
ſeeming to Breath Revenge; bur to beDeſiiture 
of Power, I know this kind of Mcderation 
will nor be approved by a'l kind- of men, 
eſpevially ſuch as are Greedy after Venge- 
ance ; who think no Injury 1s-to be paffed 
over without Reſentment, not only by rea- 
fon of che Sweetneſs that is found in Revenge; 
bur alſo, becauſe they ſay by ſuffering one 
Injury, you invite anocher ; wherefore we 
muſt Perſecute thoſe that offend us wich an 
Immortal Hate : But theſe men whilſt chey 
defire to Render themſelves Formidable, do

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ieir Company. . 'For fince we Mortals are 
Creatures prone-.to Falls, and Slips, and are 
earried away ſometimes with 4feFion, and 
ar'other times with Paſſion; and in confide- 
ration, every one'for Fear: of Offending, will 
flie from theſe kind of Malignant, Raſh, and: 
Revengeful perſons 5. and as Wild beafts 
teave them to their own Solitude, Since, if 
any one: Offends one of chem, he muſt 
expe all that ' Rage and Malice can afford 
at his hands, Laftly 1f any one Prove 
one of the Malicious: Ht-ſpars, he ex- 
pe&ing a Severe Refertment, and fearing. - 
a Home Revenge, wlll ſtrive ro be Aforehand- 
with him. ' 
For this Reaſon therefore, for the avoid- 
ing all theſe Evils, I think the contrary way 
is ro be choſen, 3nd.

buſineſs ſo craftily, That the Emperonuy him= 
ſelf cauſing him ro be Abſolved from the 
Oath of Prieſthood, called him ro Court, and 
truſted him with the management of his 
Greateft Affairs : Who preſently,nor content 
wich his own Advancement, introduced his 
two Brothers to wait upon the Emperor ; and

He ſame Remedies that are ur againſt 
Envy, prevail alſo agatnſt Emulation, 


which hath Leſs Malignity in it truly, thaa 


Emnvy hath 3 but more of Ambition, and the 
Treachery of Self-concernments, Bur theſe 
Carzpetitors of ours, are to be Stroked with a 

MO , E CErtealn 
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a certain Specious ReſpeF, and Ceremminus 
Veneration, which will Powerfully divert 
theſe kind of humors; eſpecially, if we 
Feed their Hopes with Higher Things than 
thoſe We aim at, and ſeem to Contribute 
our Votes and Aſſiſtance to them; on the 
ocher fide, Vilifying that which we ſeck 
for, as Below them-to ſtoop unto, and fitrer 


for Our ſelves ; whoſe Merits as they are 


Leſs, ſo our Pretences ought. not to be fo 
High, If we fear that they will ſmell our 
Drifr, we are to hold them 1n Syſpence, 
and ſeem to Diſcourſe the Caſe with Argu« 
enents on bath ſides 5 yer giving the Grea- 
reft Weight ro thoſe which we intend ſhould 
Divert their Ambitions. Burt the ſureſt and 
beſt courſe of all, is to Conceal, it it be 
poſſible, what we Aim after, till it be our of 
the power of our Enemies, or Competitors to 
hinder us. 


A Too Great Eagerneſs 1n our Pretences, is 


ſometimes odious, -even to thoſe that would 
if it were more modeſt, Contribute their 
Aſſiſtance to ws ; pulling with 1: beſides, other 
Greater inconveniences xpon vs, as if we 
ſacceed, More Envy,aand if we fail, a Greater 
Diſgrace : It is much more ſafe,as I ſaid even 
now, to Hide or Deſigns, and as Rowers do, 
curn our Backs upon the place we are gol 
unto, Thoſe char look , afrer the greate 
Commands, have taken This way ; nothing 


hath been more uſual unto them, chan afrer 


4ke 
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the example of Agamemnon .in Euripides, to 
expreſs a greater defire of Reft and Re« 
tirement, than of Honor or Imployment. And 
many have found this a ſingular Remedy, 
to- divert the Wiles of thoſe that would 
Oppoſe them, and ro eſcape the Diſerace 
which attends rhoſe F7erce Pretenders; nay 
they have had hereby the Glory, to have 
ofren thoughr, That this Aonor or Imploye 
ment was caſt upon them, meerly for their 
Merits, and nor obtained by Begging or 
Bying of Voices, as it too often falls our. 
Laſt of all, in our Pretences we muſt 
take heed, that we Claſh with no Rival, 
that 15 greater or more powerful in Friends 
and Dependants, than our ſelves. In this 
caſe we muſt imitate Marcus Lepidus, a 
man in Tacitus his opinion, of Great Wiſe 
dim; who being Drawn, as It were, in. 
to the Senate by Tiberius, to ſtand with 
Funius Blaſus, Sejanys his Uncle, whether 
of them ſhould be choſen Proconſul of 
Africk, pretended preſently againſt him- 
ſelf, Want of Mealth, the Tender years of 
moſt of his Children, and the Marriage. 
of a Daughter, that he was to take care 
of ; fearing doubtleſly ro make Sejanus his 
Enemy, if he carried away the Province 


from Blzſus, Neither muft we obſtinately 


conrend wich him, whom fore great man 


15s about to Advance,alchoughthe Law favour 


us againft him 3 for withourdoubr, Faumr 
po os weighs 
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weighs down the Law, as Tacitus inſtances in 
Germanicus and Druſus, creating Hater.us 
Aerippa Prztor, notwithſtanding the Ex- 
preſs contradition of a Law ; Bur let the 
Hiſtorian ſpeak himſelf. There aroſe a dſpute 
of ſubſtituting a Pretor in the place of Vipſa- 
nius Gallus /ately dead ; Germanicus and 
Druſus favoured Haterius Agrippa Germani- 
cus his Kinſman ; others on the contrary ſide 
&:d contend, That the number of Children ſhould 
carry it, according to the Law. Tiberius was 
glad to fee his Sons, and the Laws of the Senate, 
claſh tegether ; without doubt the Law was 6- 
vercome, but yet not eaſily, nor by many voices; 
By which means, when they were in their great- 
eft vigor, they were wont to be overborn,

Zow to avoid a Treatning Ruine, 

* and When it is upon us, how 

to make the beſt uſe of it : Ex- 
ample of the fall of Great men. 


Hi we have obſerved the Principal 
Precepts char are to be obſerved by our 
Courtier ; if any want, every Ratzonal mans 
( for fuch only we intend ro inſtru ) 


Pragence ang Dexterity will ſupply ir. Now 


beeaule 
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becauſe theſe kind of -Rules are no leſs 
neccflary, for the Preſerving our Greatneſs 
and Fortune in the Court, than for the 


Gaining. of it 5 it will nt be Impertinene 
ro have by us the examples of ſome of 


thoſe thar have Fallen from their Power and 
Greatneſs, to the end, we may gon Wiſe 
by other men's Miſchances ; and learn, if 
not to Avoid a Ruine, at leaſt ro 4m and 
Prepare our ſelves for it 5 for this Latter is 
almoſt as neceſſary as the Firft, ſince the 
endeavours of thoſe that ſeek to eſcape 
their Approaching Misfortunes, are for the 
moſt partVain z whilſt he that Prepares him- 
ſelf for ir Long before, makes that Fall (which 
few or none of them can Avid that For- 
tune hath lifred up on high) to be much 
More Gentle and Eafie, than otherwiſe ir 
would. 

Theſe Falls happen unto us, either 
through our own Faults, through the Arts and 
Contrivance of our Enemies, or through the 
Perverſeneſs of the Prince's Nature, or perhaps 
his Death, Since the lives of-all men are 
obnoxious to Faults, and full of Errors, and 
Failings, it is ſo eſpecially with thoſe that are 
on High,who by reaſon of their Greatneſs, are 
out of the Liſts of Reprehenſion; all that are 
about chem,| being compelled ro approve 
of Whatever| they Do, be ir well or ill, A- 
monegſt all which Faxlts, the fouleſt they are 
incideart unro,is, A Treacherons Turning againſt 

E 3 their 
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#heir Prince, who is the Author of their 
Drgnity and Power : A crime marked out 
with the Blackeſt note of an Ungrateful and 
Faithleſs Soul ; and a moſt juſt ſubje& of 
the Prince's Hate and Indignation, All 
men that are 1n Aathority' ought to flie 
the very Shadow of this Crime, and to the 
end of taking all ground of Suſpicion from 
the Prince, to decline thoſe Honors and 
Places, that are opportune for ſuch At-+ 
eempts, . | 
, Paterculus eſteems Sejamis to have been 
one of the wiſeſt Courtiers that ever was 
and truly it is likely, Thar He that flouriſh- 
cd ſo long in the Favour of a Prince,ſo Subril 
and Diffident, as Tiberius was, did Comport 
Himſelf with grear Modeſly and Warineſs, 
He was (ſaith our Author) im appearance 
gruen to eaſe; aſſuming nothing to himſelf, and 
Sy that means obtaining all things ; Crouching 
tilt willingly. beneath the opinion of other men, 
exd flriving to come behind them in repute 3 His 
comntenance and his life, was Calm and Quiet, 
elthough his Mind was Reſtleſs, and ever awake; 
yer Ambition at laſt tranſported this Provident 
and wary man, ſo far, as to aſpire to the 
Empire, To which end, Druſus being dead, 
he married Liwia his Widow, thar fo being. 
linked into the Houſe of the Ceſars, he 
might more-eafily. compaſs his Deſire : And 
although he perceived our of Tiberius his 
Tergiverſations, when. he demanded his. 
conſenr: 
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conſent in the caſe, that it had drawn a 
Suſpicion upon him ; yer did he nor cliange 
his mind ; but whar he had f21iled of this 
way, he ſought to compaſs another. 

He knew that Tiberius was grown weary 
of the City, whereupon he preſently Spurs 
him on, and perſwades him to Rerire to 
Caprea ;, read Tacitus, Annal. 4. who ſays 
That left he ſhould either infringe his Power or 
weaken his Authority, by debarring the Mul- 
titude from the Court, or miniſter matter 
of Slander, and ſujpicion by Entertaining them, 
he took this Courſe : He perſwaded Tiberius 
to go live in ſome Pleaſant place, far from 
Rome; foreſeeing many conveniences 7n it, 
Firſt There could be no acceſs to the Prince 
but through him; then, That the Diſpoſal of 
all Letters would be in his hands , ſince 
the Soldters, by whom they were to be Con- 
wveyed, would be at his Dewtim ; and laſt- 
Iy, That Cziar now growing old and waxing 
Effeminate with the privacy of the place would 
eaſily transfer the burthen of Affairs, and Go- 
vermwnent upm' him, and truly, his hopes de- 
ceived him nor, for in a ſhort rime, under 
Pretence of caſing Tiberius his age, he drew 
all the power of the Empire into his own 
hands, 

Yer at laſt, the event ſhowed, That this 
way of Sejanus, was bath Perilous and Tedt- 
ous 3 to mention which more accurately 
ſeems worth my labor..here, to the end, 

E 4. That 
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That both Courtzers may be more Wary in 
governing their Fortune, and Princes more 
Cautious in exal 1ng their Minions, Tiberius 
did cirher love or ſuffer patiently Sejanus , 
as long as he found his help uſeful ro the Op- 
preſſion of Agrippina, and her Children,Nero, 
and Draſus ; ro which kind of Imployments, 
Sejanus ſhewed himſelf very Ready, know- 
ing, That thereby he ſhould nor onely win 
the Favor of the Prince, but alſo eſtabliſh 
his own Power and Hops ; there being none 
left of Ceſar's Houſe now, but two youths , 
whoſe tender Age, if they ſhould come to 
the Government , muſt needs leave the Au- 
' thority, and ordering of Affairs, to him ; un- 
ej] he ſaw his opportunity of Uſurping the 
Empire 1c ſelf. 

But mark how Raſh and Blind Ambition 
makes us 3 He did not ſee, thar the nearer 
he came to the Typ, the more he became 
Suſpeffed of this jealous Prince z who 
now ſought all means 'of Leſſening , ra- 
rher than Adrancing him ; that ſtrove as 
much on the other fide ro Climb ſtill on; 
For though he wanted nothing , bur the 
Name of Emperor ( which ſome did nor 
ſtick ro give him _) and the Tribunes pow- 
er ( which the Emperors never intruſted 
ro any ) yer was he nor Content , bur 
daily Endeavoured to Auzment his Autho- 
rity, By which courſe, as he rendred 
himſelf Venerable ro all others, fo s 
_ made 
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made himſelf Formidable to Tiberius ;' For 
when he ſaw that Sejanus had nor onely * 
Won the Pretorian Guards, bur alſo ver 
many of che Senators, and principal Famt- 
lies of Rome, by either Benefits or” Hopes, or 
Fears,” unto himſelf; and: likewiſe, Thar his 
Secrectes were by his own Servants told un- 
to Sejanus',' and nor Sejames ' his 'ro him 
again ; he determined his Deſt;u#ion, as 
one that was become his Rival: Bur be- 
fore he went abour ir, he thought fir to 
Sound the Inclinations of thoſe about him , 
to the end, That he mighr know how 
to Chuſe out ſome that would like of his 
Deſrgn. | 

Leſt that Sejams ſhould ſmell out any 
change in Ceſar's affe&ion rowards him, he 
makes him Conſul, and calls him borh Pre= 
ſent and Abſent in his Letters ro che Senate, 
and the People, his Friend, and Companion of 
his. Labors. Laſtly, he feigns himſelf Sick, ro 
diſcover thereby , rhe affe&ions both of 
Sejanus, and ſeveral others, Sometimes he 
Writes to the Senate of his Recovering con- 
dition, and that he would ſhortly come ta 
Town 3_ ſomerimes Praifing , ſometimes 
Blaming Sejanus ; ſometimes Receiving thoſe 
thar came Recommended by him, and ar: 
other times Refuſing others ; thare thus he, 
might keep him ſuſpended between - Hype 
and Fear, who,whether truſting to his Favor 
wich the Prince, or for Fear of loſing of 
- ae” os K 8 Nis 
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his Hopes, Reſolved to attempt nothing by- 
Force; hoping , that the Diſguſts of the 
Prince, if there were any, would wear our 
with tume. In this 1nterim, Others who had: 
hitherro Fawned upon Sejanus his Fortune, 
not upon Himſelf, ſeeing Tiberius ſtagger , 
began to carry themſelves more Warily,and 

a of many towards Sejanus, grew 
Cald, 

Tiberius having diſcovered long ago the 
Pride and Tnſolency of Sejanzs,. and fearing 
withal , left provoked by Contempt, he 
ſhould Run ſome Deſperate Courſe, Cauſed it 
to be given our, That he intended to Confer 
the Tribunical Power. upon Sejaniss ; and 
preſently afrer, Commands him ta. be laid. 
m Priſon, writing Letters,to that end, to the 
Senate, which were carried by Macro, Cap- 
rain of the Guards : Who coming to Rome, 
erft communicated the Prince's pleaſure to 


Memmins -Regulus , then Conſul! (' for the'— 


other Conſul was more addidted: to 'Se- 
Janus * and then ro Grecinus Laco , Cap- 
tain of the Watch, ir being nor yet break 
of day, Thence going to the Senate- 
houſe , he mer Sejanus , who ſtartled to 
ſee him , demanded if he had brought 
him any Letters from Tiberius, he whit- 
pered. in. his .car, Thar he: ſhould. anon. 
be. ſaluted. 7rabune'z. whereupon , he. cn- 
wing. che Senate-houſe , - not. without an 
award. joy , Macro commanded the Pre- 
4 EY torian 
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tortan Guards to go home, ſhowing them to. 
rhat end, a Warrant from Emperor, in. 
which alſo, he promiſed them a Largeſs. 

The Prem Soldiers being departed, and 
Laco's Company placed there in their 

Room, Macro enters the Senate, and delivers 

his Letrers ; Immediately going forth, - 
wichour expe&ing the Reading of rhem, ro 
bid Laco ſtand well upon his Guard, left Se- 
Janus raiſing a Tumulr in the Senate, thould 
| *break away ; and went thence himſelf to 
the Pretorran Gua'ds, to hinder them, leſt * 
they fhou'd arrempr any thing. 

The Letters that were then a Readiog , 
were ſpun our into a Grear length, to the 
e1d, Thar Macro might have Time enough 
ro order his buſineſs 3 and truly they were 
interwoven with a wonderful Contrivance, 
In the beginning there was no mention - 
of Buſineſs, nor any thing concerntag Se- 
Janus; a little after he was tovched uf- 
on, as they ſay, with a Gentle hand; then 
fome orher things interlaced , there fol- 
lowed a More Open, bur that allo a ſ{/ghr 
Accuſation againſt him : Ar laſt, after ſur= 
dry Excurſions about the Afﬀairs of che 
Common-wealth , two of Sejanus his Fauo- 
rites were named, and the Senate com- 
manded to Proceed azainft them ; and with- 
al , thar Sejanns himſelf ſhould be Secu- 
red, All mention of his Deach. being pur- 
poſely left out , «to the end, That Hope 
| * ne” 1; might 


=] 
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might be lefr ro the Accuſed, of Clearing 
himſelf of thoſe Crimes, and thoſe bur Ligbt 
oenes,thar were there objeced againſt him. 

The Letters being read, many that had 
Waited upon him into the Senate , ſeeing 
things of another mature in hand, rhan 
making \Sejanus Tribune, roſe up and com- 
paſſell hjm in, left he ſhould Eſcape ; which 
It is: believed, that he wou!d ar leaſt have 
Attempted to do, if in the beginning, rhe Em- 
peror's Letters had thundered any thing 
ſharply Againſt him, Burt he then deſpiſing 
thoſe Slight Touches, ſare till in his place ;. 
and being called upon, either two or three 
times, by the Conſul Memmius to riſe up , 
wich much ado he Obeyed art laſt, as being 
accuſtomed tos Give, and not to Receive Com- 
mands, When he was riſen, Laco follow- 
ed him Cloſe at the heels. and after him 
came Regulus, accompanied with other 
Senators, who led: him from- the Senate to- 
the Priſon 3 and thence, ſocn. after, ro-Exe- 
cution at the Scale Gemonie, where he was 
put to Death, 

Behold here the ruine of a great Courtzer, 
and a Favorite,who for Craft and Power had 
ſcarce ever his equal The Cemtrivance of 
wh--ſe Fall, though it may ſeem due to Tibe- 
rius his Prudence, yer it 15 rather to be at- 
t-ibuted to his own Greatneſs and Proſperity, 
which ruined it ſelf wich\irs own Wezght, ſo 
evidently, That all choſe Sleights and Stratas 


gems. 
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gems of Tiberius, were not very needful ; as 
may be pathered our of rhe example of 
Perennius, who aſpiring to the ſame Height 
that Sejanus did, and by the ſame Arts, was 
Subverred by Commodus, a Prince of a judg- 
ment far inferior to Tiberius. Ir may welt 
be , that many will not be moved with 
theſe Examples, becauſe they will ſeem to 
be Wiſer than others, and ro know ſome- 
thing more than theſe did, whoſe Misfor- 
tines are here recounted. I will not moye 
them to Paſſion, with tellirg them what T 
think;alrhough truly, I will not deny,bur in 
thoſe latter Ayes, there have been ſome, 
whoſe ProjeFs ſucceeded leſs unhappily, as 
Byla, whoſe ſtory we read in the Hiſtory 
of Conſtantinople 3 who being Caught in a 
Conſpiracy againſt Conſfantinus Monomachys , 
then Emperor, did not undergo ſo hea- 
vy a Puniſhment as for ſuch Crimes 
is wont to be inflicted, the reaſon be-' 
ing , becauſe he had the Luck ro Tranſ- 
egreſs againſt a Mild: and Gentle Prince. 

It will not be amiſs to recite the Sto- 
ry briefly here, to the end, you may 
ſee how the Secrereſt Counſels , ard Un. 
diſcoverable by the eyes of Man, are of- 
tentimes Diſcovered by the Divine Provis 
dence , afrer an wnloobt :for Manner; nor 
being. able ro eſcape Puniſhnenr , by 
wharſoever Caution they are managed. No 
' Mortal Man would have believed, thar 

/ this: 
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this-Boylas ſhould: have any Tnclination to, or 
could have any Ground for, ſo great a Vil- 
lainy, The greatneſs of the Fators, which 
were Heaped upon him, had pofleſled the 
g0d Prince with a great Hope and O.inzon 
of his Singular Fidelity, who ſeemed-alſo by 
nature unapt for Great Undertakings : He 
was not onely of very Mean Birth ; bur 
alſo Stammered ſo much; as he could hard- 
ly be underſtood ; which Stuttering , ſince 


he ſaw it pleaſing to the Emperor, he did 


afrerwards Affect on purpoſe : With this 
f{ſentation and Flattery, he ſo Infinuared 
himſelf 1nro the Prince's Familiarity, Thar 
the Bed-chamber , and Cabinet of ConFan- 
tine, were always opened unto him : Ar 
laſt, be:ng Inriched by the Prince, he was 
choſen into the number of the Senators, 
and begins to caſt his thoughts Higher 
wherein he went fo far, that he»determi- 
ned by the Murrher of the Prince, ro make 
his Own Way to the Scepter. This deſign 
he firſt opened to thoſe he®knew ſure- 
ly hared the Emperor, promifing Mcun- 
rains ro ſuch as Approved ir, and Offer- 
ed him their Aſſiſtance 3; and Praiſing 
Greatly thoſe that Diſliked it, and Refuſed 
it., out of their Aﬀetion and Loyalty to- 
wards the Prince ; as whoſe Spie, he would 
ſeem to propound Sch things, to diſcover 
the Inclinations of his Subjetts, | 

By which means he was undeſcryed oy 

« 
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all, but ſich, whoſe Fellowſhip in the Treaſon, 
make him ſecure of them ; and had, ar laſt, 
Effe&ed that 4bominable AF, if ar the very 
time, when he had the Weapon in his Hand, 
which he had prepared for the Emperor's 
Throar ; one of the Conſpirators, touched 
with a ſudden Remorſe of Conſcience, had 
not ſeaſonably Diſcloſed, and diſcreetly Pre- 
vented it, The Emperor © ok. the Injury:ſo- 
patiently, That having Condemned fome of 
the Conſpirators to die, he was ſatisfied in 
infligting Baniſhment onely on the Author of 
the Treaſon. 

It were too long to recount. all thoſe 
here, who having undertaken ſuch 7reaſons, 
were caught in them, or elfe, though . 1n- 
nocent , were falſly believed ro be Guzity of 
ſome ſuch defign, and made Shipwrack in 
Court, But concenting our ſelves with whar 
we have already ſaid; thts onely is to be 
added , Thar all. Pride,. whether through 
Ambition, Bragging, Reproaches, : Detra&1on , 
Oftentation, or orher Pompous manner of li- 
ving, it diſpleaſe the Prince, 1s the high Rode 
to Ruine. |

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CHAP. XXIL. 


Boaſting, Preſumption, Arrogance, 
too much Familiarity,Pride, and 


Perfidy, noted with Examples. 


His Boaſting and Recounting of ſervices 
paſt, deſtroyed Philotas and Clytas tn 
the Court of the Great Alexander ; and Cra- 
terus Mimſelf had like to have been over- 
born with thoſe Winds : Certainly; he had 
been much more acceptable to rhe Prince, , 
if he had contained himſelf wirhin the 
bounds of a Generous Modeſty; So Cajus St- 
lius with Tiberius; Antonius Primus with Veſ- 
paſian ; and Sillas with King Agrippa, by 
Boaſting of their Services, deprived them- 
ſelves of all the Frutt of them 5 as Tacitus 
witn:fſes of the two firſt, Annal. 4. and 
Hiſt. 4. and Foſephus of the laſt. Princes 
do believe their Fortunes and Favors loſt, 
and caſt. away upon theſe Braggadocto's , for 
they will have their SabjeFs ſeem to owe all 
they have to Them, and their Bounty 3 not 
to their own Vertue, and Merits, 

The liberty of Reprehending the a#ions 
of Princes, or Inveighing againſt others in 
their Preſence, 1s to be carefully avoided, as 


bordering upon Arrogance, and Preſumption. 


Eumenes complaining before Alexander , 
ſomething. 
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ſomerhing . Petulantly, That Hepheſtion 
ſhould: Aſſign the Soldiers Quarters ro Mus 
fictans, Comedians, ard ſuch kind of peo- 
ple, incurred the difpleaſure of the King. 

To treat with the Prince over famil arly, 
or to ſeem to make ones ſelf the Sole Arbti« 
ter of his Principal Cares, favours of Pride, 
alchough ir may proceed onely out of YVa- 
nity and Covetouſneſs; as ir appeareth in 
the example of Z2tirus, once the Favor- 
rite of Heliogabalus ; and alſo of Tirt- 
ns, who ſcarce worſe than Zatirus, yet 
more unhappy, was commanded to be ſit- 
fled to death with ſmoke, by Alexander 
the ſon of Mammea; the Exccutioner 
crying out, Let him Periſh with ſmoke, 
who Sold ſmoke, He was wont to brag, 
That the Prince was governed by his Advz- 
ces; and fo by Intruding upon the Pran- 
ces Retirements, and with Impertinenr 
Senceleſs Whiſpers in Publique , prerending 
to Favour, . was ſoughr unto by very man 
and garhertd rogether great Riches,chroug 
the Tribes, and Preſents of Thoſe, ro whom 
all his Intereſt in the Prince, could nor a- 
vail a flraw, 

The Arrogance of Planciamus is alſo wor- 
thy of Memory, which being accompanied 
with great YVanity,, broke our at laſt into 
open Perfidy : His Aﬀfrogance was ſuch, Tt.at 
he did nor ſtick to contend with Baſſtanus, 
the Emperors T who was Author _ 
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of, his Pignity, and Fortune ; and he was 
withal ſo Vatn, that as he paſſed through 
the City, he would not only Interdid all 
Acceſs unto him, bur alſo would nor ſuffer 
them to Behold him ; his Uſhers going before 
ſtill xo Clear the ftreets, of all that they could: 
ſee, Becoming a Traytoy ar laſt againſt his 
Prince, and convicted of his Treaſon, he was 
Beheaded., In France, during the time of 
Philip le Bel, Enguarrandus Marigny,. daring 
to conteſt perſonally with Charles de Valoy, 
what Miſery he did pull upon himſelf, and 
his friends, may be obſeryed in the French 
Hiſtories, 

Above all things, we muſt take heed, 
Thar we give not our felyes in. Court, to 
ſowing of Strife berween Princes, and Great 
men ; for they becoming friends, do for 
the moſt part Sacrifice ſuch unto their 
Friendſhip of which, though the ſtories 
of all Nations are full, yet the Bavarian 
Hiſtory furniſhes us wich 6ne Example very 
memorable, of tho Crondyſerus, who flou- 
riſhing with Rodulphus the Palatine in ſingu- 
lar favour, was the Author of Great Enmi- 
ties between the Prince and his Mother, 
for a rime 3; bur the Mother afterwards 
reconcling her ſelf unro her ſon Cronds- 
ferus had his Eyes uh Tongue pull'd 
Qat, 
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CHAP. XXIII. 


How we muſt, not ouly Take Care 
to Preſerve the Prince's Favour, 
but alſo That of Thoſe in Power ' 
about him. 

T 1s not enough that the Princes them- 
ſelves be nor Averſeunto us, but we muſt 
alſo keep our ſelves Aright with thoſe that 
are.in Favour with them, Germanicus at his 
dearth, gee that advice ro Agrippina his 

Wife,- of which Tacitus, Annal. 2 ſpeaks 

thus. Then turning to his Wife, he intreated her 

by bis Memory, and for their Children by + 

which were common to them both, That ſhe 

would pull down her flomach, and ſubmit her 

Great heart to the rage of Fertune ; left re- 

turning to the City, ſhe fate with Emulation 

of her Greatneſs, tir up againſt her, perſons more 
powerful than ber ſelf ;, Agrippina's negle& of 
this Document, Ruined her and her children. 

I told you befote, how much Eumenes his 

favour was diminifhed with 4lexander ; after 

that, railing againſt Hepheſtion, he carried 
himſelf irreverently towards the Prince; and 
diſcovered his Spleen and Envy ro him that 
he accuſed. 

Wherefore, whenjwe ſee any one in the 
Prince's favour, we muſt carefully weigh his 


Authority, and. compare it, as ir were, in a 
_ balance 
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Balance againft our own 3 that we may 
a certainly which weighs down the 
other: And in the tryal ot this, we are 
not ſo much to. obferve Ougrard Appea- 
rances, as the circumſtances of Inward Cau- 
ſes. Craterus and Hephaſtion, for a time 
did flouriſh both of them, in Great ane 
Equal Favour with Alexander ; until Alex-* 
ander himſelf determined the bufineſs, in 
calling one,of chem, The Kings friend, and 
the orher, Alexander's friends. 

Out of which decifion Craterus might 
have made this judgment, That fince 
Princes, for the moſt part, are more 1a 
Jove with their Own Wilks, than their Au- 
Fhority ; they alſo are held MFfre Dear unto 
them, who rather adore and worfkip 
Alexander, - that is their Perſon, than their 
Fortune and Kingly Dignity : And though 
that afrerward upon a ſirife that aroſe 
berween Him and Hepheſtion, whea all 
the Court was divided into Fa#Fions, Alex- 
ander feemed to incline to neither fide ; 
but chiding * them both heavily threa-- 
ned puniſhment, if ever - they ſhould 
Harp upon that flring again; yer his man- 
ner of dealing with them, ſhewed ra- 
ther his Singular Prudence, to be imitated by 
all Princes, than his Egual AﬀeFion to them 
both. He apprehended, that chis Diſcord 
might produce Great Tujnlts, and Miſchief ; 
For he knew both Craterus his great! Intereſt 
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in the Macedonians, and how much He- 
pheftion was Envied for his favour to him, 
Therefore to diminiſh MHepheſtion's Envy, 
he reprehended him publickly; and to a- 
void giving offence ro the Macedonians, he 
Reproved Crater in private, 

Amongſt thoſe that in this tryal and ex- 
amen of the Prince's favour, berween them 
ſelves and others, were -out of negligence 
and in diſcretion, moſt groſly Miſtaken: Anto- 
nius Primms ought to have the firſt place, 
who daring to contend with Mutianas, 
learnt at laſt, Thar he had better have con- 
reſted with Veſpaſian himſelf, And in this 
manner, you will find it 1s a thing wirt- 
nefſed by the examples of all Courts, 76 
vindicate more ſharply an imjury againſt the 
Favaurites, than againſt the Prince himſelf. Dio 
rells us the reaſon of it, when he had re- 
counted how the ſame thing happened to 
Sejanus, thus, As thoſe whom vertue and con- 
Scrouſneſs of their own. Deſerts, hath lifted up to 
Dignities, dv not much flick up;n the vain Cere- 
monies, and outward Circumſtances of Homor : 
So on the contrary fide, thoſe who ſeek to climb 
by Ambition, Pride, and Vice, thereby to hide 
their unworthineſs, and meanneſs, do preſently 
take ill, and underftand as a contempt the leaſt 
negle# of Ceremony, and reſpe# towards them. 
Inſomuch, that ir 1s harder to preſerve the 
friendſhip of chelcſnen, than of the Prince

not have been Secure, 

The ſame Commodss, had Rendred him- 
ſelf Odious to all Men, by his Aﬀed@ion to 
one Anterus 3 from which envy, that they 
might Free their Maſter, ſome of Commodus 
his Servants being very defirous, flew this 
Anterus as he was coming from Court, Emu- 
tropius, who had been long dear to Arcadi- 
#s the Emperor , fince he was believed to 
be the Author of the Sedztion raiſed by 
Tribigildus, was given up, as a Price of the

Amongſt the Evils that ſubvert Cour- 
tiers, there are two remaining yet, as ve- 
ry dangerous , ſo very frequent; A be- 
traying of the Prince's Secrets, and Conſpi- 
racy with his Enemies, Crimes, for the 
moſt parc ;.arifing our of Perfidy, but ma- 
ny times alſo out of Levity , and qndiſ- 
cretion onely.

ly call him in publick, A Valiant Gallant per- 
ſon, thereby Craftily to Intangle in more 
Deadly ſnares, that Harmleſs, and Well-meaning 
man. Ammianus Marcellinus, Lib. 15, _ 

Alphonſus, King of Arragon, as ore was 

Praifing another man Unreaſonably in his 
preſence, beyond his wont, Turning about 
roa friend ſaid, Without doubt this Fellow ſeeks 
the DeruFion of him he Praiſes : Neither was 

/ the King deceived in his opinion, for fix 
months after, this Intemperate Praiſer, accu- 
ſed before the Seat of FuStice, him that he 
had fo Highly Extolled; and had undone him, 
had nor the King interpoſed for his preſer- 
vation. 

Mucianus having in the Senate heaped ma- 
ny Praiſes upon Antonias Primus, whom he 
could nor openly oppreſs; loads him alſo 
with Secret Promiſes, and Points him out the 
furcker Spain, left void for him by the de- 
ceaſe of Cluvius Rufus, giving to his Friends 
and Followers, ſeveral Commands in the 
Army, And afterward, when he had filled 
him with Ambition, and Deſire, he ſuddenly 
Undermines his Power by taking from him 
the Seventh Legion, which was exceedingly 
devorcd to Anthonye _ 
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Neither ts this way Traceds by Courtrers 
only, bur alſo by Princes themſelves, when 
they deſire ro Abate or Take down any 
Budy. For Tiberius did. thus confer the 
Pretorſhip "upon, and invice ro his Table, 
Libs, ( whom he Secretly Suſpeted and 
Hated ) without change of Countenance or 
ſhowing 4nger 1n his words, till he ſaw 
his eime ( he had fo Concealed his In- 
dignarion) as Tacitus tells you, Annal, 2. 
By the ſame Artifice, you ſaw he Overthrew 
Sejanus :, Domitian was never-more to be 
feared, than when he Smiled ; + the Prats 
ſes of Andronicus were the beginning of In- 
juries. * Nicetas called his Liberality , An 
Earneſt of che Confſcation of that man's 
Goods,and his Lentty a tore-runuer.of a Certain 
Death. "i 

Yer there are ſome that ſeek by their 4p« 
plauſes only, to ſtir up the Prince's Envy to- 
wards them they Praiſe, for ſo Tacitus:tells, 
Fulius Agricola was Rujned wich Domitian.

M* Lord Willoughby was. one of the 
Queen's firſt Sword-men : He was of 


the Ancient Extrat of the Bartues, but 
more \ennobled by his Mother, who was 
Dutcheſs of Suffolk. ; 
He was a great Maſter of the Art Mili- 
tary; and was ſent General into France , 
and commanded the Second of Five Armies 


that the Queen ſenr thither in aid of rhe 


French, I have heard it ſpoken, thar had 
he not flighred the Court, but Applyed 
himſelf ro rhe Queen, he might have en- 
joyed a plentiful portion of her Grace < 
And it was-his ſaying, (and j: did him no 
good ) That he was none of rhe Repti/:a, 1n- 
timating, that he could not creep on the 
ground, and that the Court was nor 1n.his 


Elemenr; for indeed, as he was a Great. 


Souldicr, ſo was he of a Suitable Magnant. 
miry, and could not brook the Obſequiouſ-

Sir Nicholas Bacon. 


I Come to another of the Togati, Sir © Nt- 
cholas Bacon, An arch-piece of Wit and 
Wiſdom. He was a Gentleman, and a man 
of Law, and of great knowledge therein; 
whereby, together with his other parts of 
Learning and Dexterity, he was promoted 
to be Keeper of the Great Seat: and being 
of kin to the Treaſurer Byrlezgh, had alſo 
the help of his hand to bring him 1nro the 
Queen's favcur z for he was abundantly fa- 
HGious, which took much with the Queen, 
when Jt was ſuired with the ſeaſon, as he 
was well able ro judge of his tines, He had 
a very quaint ſaying, and he ufed ir often 
to good purpoſe; Thar he loved the jeſt 
well, bur not the loſs of his Friend, He 
would ſay, That though he knew Unuſquiſ- 
gue ſus fortune faber, was a trace and good 
principle; yer the moſt in numbcr were 
thoſe thac marred themſelves. Bur I will 
. - Never forgive that man, that. loſeth himſelf, 

to be rid of his jeſt. a 
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He was Father to rhat Refined Wit, whic!y 


' fiace hath a&ed a diſaſtrous part on the 
” publick ſtage, and of lare far in his Father's 


room as Lord Chanceliour, Thoſe thar lived 
in his age, and from whence I have taken 
rhis liccle Model of him, gives him a lively 
Character ; and they d=cypher him for 


-another Solon, and the Syno2 of rhoſe times; 


ſuch a one as Oedipus was in difiolving of 
Riddles. Doubtlets he was as able an In- 
ſtrumenc ; and' ic was his commendation, 
that his head was the Mal (for ic was a 
great one) and therein he kept the Wedge 
rhar entred the knotrty pleces rhar caine 
to the Table. And now I muſt again 
fall back to ſmooth and plain a way ro 
the reſt thar is behind, bur nor from the 
purpoſe. 

There 'were abour rheſe times two Ri- 
vals in the Queen's favour ; Old Sir Fran- 
cis Knywls Comptroller of the Houſe,and Sir 
Henry Norris, whom ſhe called up ara Par-- 
liament to fir with rhe Peers in the higher ©. 
Houſe, as Lord Norris of Rrcot, who had” 
married the daughter and heir of the old 
Lord Williams of Tame, a Noble perion, and 
ro whom in the Queen's adveriicy ſhe had 
been committed ro ſafe cuſtody, and from 
him had received more-than ordinary obſer- 
vances. Now ſuch was the goodneſs of the 
Queen's Nature, that ſhe neicher forgot good - * 
turns. received from the. Lord Williams, 
| K..4., nelther- 
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neither was ihe unmindfull of this Lord 
Norrts,- whoſe Father, mn her #ather's rime, 
and in the buſineſs of her Mother , died 
in. a Noble cauſe, and 1n the juſtification of 
her 1nnocency.

ral Norris ; Sir Edward, Sir Thomas, Sir 
Heiiry, and Maximilian, Men of an haugh- 
ty courage, ard of grear experience 1n 
the condut of Military affairs - And to 
ſpeak in the CharaRer of rheir merir, rhey 


© * were perſons of ſuch renown. and worth, as 


furure times muft our of dury owe them the 
debr of an honourable memory.

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Ir Francis Knowls was ſomewhat of the 
Queen's affinity, and had likwiſe no in- 
comperent iſſue ; for he had alſo William 
ht eldeft, and ſince Earl of Banbury, Sir Fh0- 
mas, Sir Roberf9 and Sir Francis; if I be not 
_ a lirtle miſtaken in their names and martt- 
alling 3 and there was alſo the Lady Lettice, 
a Siſter, of theſe, wha was firft Counteſs of 
Eſſex, and afrer of Leicefter, And theſe were 
allo brave men in their times and places 3 
tur thy were of the Court, and Carpet, 
no: led by the genius of che Camp. 
Berween theſe two Families, there was 
(as it falleth our amongſt Great ones, and 
Competitors for favour) no great correſpon- 
dency: and there were ſome ſeeds, either 
of emulation or diſtruſt caſt berween them, 
Which had they nor been disjoyned in the 
reſidence of their perſons, ( as it was 
the fortune of their imployments, rhe 
one fide arrending . the Court, the other 
the Pavilion ) ſurely they would have bro- 
ken out into ſome kind of hoſtility, or 
at leaſt they would have wreſtled one in 
the other, like Trees incircled with Ivy : 
ES k 5 For 
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For there was a time when (both theſe 

Fraternities being mer at Court) there paſ- 
ied a challenge berween them ar cercain 
exerciſes, the Queen and the old men being 
ſpeRators, which ended 1n a flat quarrel 
amongſt chem all. And I am periwaded 
(chough I oughr not to judge} thar there 
were ſome reliques of this feud, that were 
long after the cauſes of the one Families 
(almoſt utter) extirpation, and of the 0- 
. thers improſperity, For it was a known 
truth, that ſo long as my Lord of Leicefter 
lived, who was the main pillar of the one 
fide, as having married the Siſter, none 
of. the other fide took any deep rooting 
in the Courr, though otherwiſe chey made 
their ways to Honour by their ſwords : 
And that which is of more note, (confide- 
ring my Lord of Zzicefter's uſe of Men of 
Arms, being ſhortly after ſent Governour 
ro the Reyolred States, and no Souldier 
himſelf) tz, rhar he made no more ac- 
compr of Sir John Norris, a Soldier then de- 
fervedly famouſed, and trained from a 
Page, under che diſcipline of the great 
Caprain of Chriſtendom , the Admiral : 
-Caſtilion, and of Command in the French 
and Dutch wars almoſt twenty years, Ir 
15 of further obſervation, rhat my Lord of 
Eſſex (afrer Leiceſter's deceaſe) though init1- 
ated ro Arms, and houred by the General 


 1nthe Portugal expedition, whether _—_ 
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inſtigation (as it hath been thovght_) or 
out of ambition, and jealoufie ro be eclip- 
ſed and over-ſhadowed by the fame and- 
{plendour of this great Commander, loved 
him not in fincericy. Moreover, certain it 
is, he nor onely cruſhr, and upon all occa- 
ſions quell'd che growth of this brave man, 
and his famous Brethren 3; bur therewith 
drew on his own faral end, by undertaking 
the Iriſh Aion, in a time when he lefc 
the Court empry of friends and fall fraughe 
with his profeſs'd enemies, Bur I forbear 
ro exrend my ſelf in any further relation 
upon- this ſubjet; as having Jefr ſome 
nores of truch in theſe two Noble Families, 

which I would preſent; © and therewtth. 
rouchr ſomewhat, which I would not, if 
the equity of rhe Narration would have ad- 
mirted_an intermiſſion. 
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E [r Fohn Perrot was a goodly. Gentleman, 

k - and of the Sword : And as he was of a 

] very anclenr deſcent, as an-heir ro' many 

p abſtcaits of Gentry, eſpecially from Gay de _ _ 
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Bryan of Lawhern, ſo was he of avaſt Eſtate, 


and came not to the Court for want. And 
to theſe adjunts, he had the endowments 
of courage, and height of ſpirir , had ir 
Itghred on the allay of temper. and diſ- 
cretion; the defe& whereof, with a native 
freedom and boldneſs of: ſpeech, drew him 
on to a clouded ſerting, and laid him open 
ro the ſpleen and advantage of his enemies, 
amongſt whom Sir Chriſtopher Hatton was 
Profeft. He was yet a wiſe man,' and a 
brave Courtier ; bur rough, and partictpa- 
_— of ative than ſedentary motions, 
as being in his conſtellation defttnated for 
Arms, There is a quare of ſome denora- 
tions, how he came to receive his foyl, 
and that in the Cataſtrophe; for he was 
firengthened with honourable Alltances , 


. and the privy friendſhips of the Court ,, 


My Lord of Lefcefter and Burleigh, both 
his Conremporaries, and Familiars; bur 
thar there mighr be (as the Adage hath 
it) falſiry in friendſhip; and we may reſt 
fatisfied, that 'there is no diſpuring againſt 
fate. | 
They quote him for a perſon that loved 
to ſtand roo much alone, and on his own 
legs, of too often receſſes, and diſconti- 
nuance from the Queen's preſence : A fault 


which is incompatible with the ways of 
. Court and. favour, 
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He was ſent Lord Deputy into Ireland, 
(as ir was thought) for a kind of haugh- 
rineſs of ſpirit; and repugnancy in Coun- 
cels 3 or as others have thought, the fir- 
reſt Perſon then to: bridle the infolency 
of the Triſh; And probable it is, that both. 
theſe (conſidering the ſway that he would 
have at the Board, and head in the Queen's 
favour) concurred, and did a lictle cn. 
ſpire his remove, and his ruine : Bur jn- 
ro Treland he went, where he did the 
Queen very great and many ſervices,. if the 
ſurpluſſage- of the meaſure did not abare 
the value of the merit ; as afrertimes found 
thar .ro be no paradox : For to fave the 
Queen's purſe, (which both her (elf, and 
my Lord Treaſurer Burleigh, ever took for 
good ſervices) he impoſed on the Triſh 
the charge of bearing their owt arms ; 
which both gave them. the poſſeflion, and 
raughrc chem the uſe of weapons ; which 
proved in the end a moſt faral work, 
both in the profuſion of blood and trea- 
ſure.

Bur at his return, and on ſome account 
ſenr: home before touching rhe ſtate of rhe 
Kingdom, the affiduous reſtimonies of her 
grace were towards him ; till by his recrear 
to his Caſtle at Cary, where he was then 
building,and out of defire to be in command 
at home, (as he had been abroad together:.. 
with che hacred and prattice of Hatton, then 
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in high favour ; whom not long before he - * 


had roo bitrerly taunted for his Dancing, He 
was accuſed of High Treaſon, and for high 
Words, and a forged Letter, Condemyed ; 
though the Queen, on the News of his Con- 
demnation, Swore by her wonted Oath , 
Thar they were all Knaves. And they deli- 
yer with aſſurance, That on his return co 
the Toweratcer his Trial, he ſaid in Oaths, 
and in Fury, to the Lieutenant Sir Owen 
| Hopton, What, will the Queen ſuffer her 
Brother to be offered up, as a Sacrifice to 
the Envy of my Frisking Adverſaries ? 
Which, being made known to the Queen, 


and the Warrant for his Execution tender- : 


ed, and ſomewhat entorced ; ſhe refuſed 
. ro Sign it, and Swore he ſhould nor die , 

'for he was an honeſt & a faithful Man. And 
ſurely, though nor altogether to ſer up our 
reſt and faith upon Tradition, and upon 
old Reports, - as that Sir Thomas Perrot his 
Father was a Gentleman of the Privy- 
_ . Chamber co Henry the Eighth, and in the 
Courr married a Lady of Great Honour, 
of the King's Familiarity, which are pre- 
ſumprions of ſome tmplicarion : Bur it we 
go a little further, and compare his PiQure, 


his Qualities, Geſture , and Voice, with 


that of che King's, which memory retains 
yer amongſt us, they will plead ſtrongly, 


that he was a Subrepritious Child of the .

Cer- 
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Certain ir 1s, that he lived not long 19 
the Tower ; and that after his deceaſe, Sir 
Thomas Perrot his Son ( then of no mean 
eſteem with the Queen) having before 
married my Lord of Eſſex's Siſter , ſince 
Counteſs of Northumberland, had reſtitution 
of all his Lands; rhough afrer his deceaſe 
alſo ( which immediately followed. )-the 
Crawn reſumed his Eſtate, and took the ad- 
vantage of the former Atcainder, And to- 
ſay the truth, the Prieſt's Forged Letrer 
was, at his Arraignmenr,thought but a Fi&i- 
on of Envy, and was ſoon after exploded 
by the Prieſt's own confeſfion. Bur that 
which moſt exaſperated the Queen, and 
gave advantage to his Enemies, was (as Sir 
Walter Raleigh takes into kis obſervarion ) 
words of diſdain. For the Queen, by ſharp 
and reprehenfive Letters, had netled him ; 
and ſhortly afcer ſending others of appro« 
bation, commending his Service, and in- 
rimating an Invaſion from Spain 3 which 
he no ſooner peruſed, bur he ſaid publick- 
ly in the Great Chamber at Dublin; Lo, 
now ſhe is ready to Piſs her ſelf for fear 
of the Spanizrd, I am again one of her 
Whire-boys. | 

Words which are ſubje& to a various con- 
firu&ion, and tended ro ſome diſrepurtation . 
of his Soveralgn : and ſuch as may terve for 
inſtruction to perſons in place of honor and 
command, to beware of rhe yiolences. of 


nature, 
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nature, but eſpecially of the exorbiranees of 
the rongue. And ſoI conclude him with 
this double obſervation, The: one of rhe in- 
nocency of his intentions, exempt and 
clear from the guilt of treaſon and diſloyat- 
tyz The other, of the greatneſs of his 
heart : For ar his arraignment, he was ſo 
litcle dejeted by what might be alledged 
and proved againſt him, that he rather 
grew troubled with choler, and in a kind 
of exaſperation deſpiſed __ though

made Vice-Chamberlain, and ſhortly after-

Nor that he was leſs, for he 
was well-deſcended, and of good alliance, 
bur poor in his __—_—_ 3 and for 
my Lord of Orford's Jeſt of him , 
( the Jack, and an Upſtarr ) we all know, 
ic favours more of Emulation , and his 
Humour, than of Truth; and ir is a cer- 
tain Norte of the Times, that che Queen 
in her Choice, never took into her Fa- 
vour a meer New Man, or a Mecha- 
nick , - as Comines obſervek of Lewis the 
Eleventh of France , who did/ ſerve him- 
felf with Perſons of unknown Parents z 
: ſuch 
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heart, and ſuch a one ( as upon occafion) 
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created Ear! of Dunoyes, and made him ex 
ſecretts conſiliis, and alone in his favour and 
familiarity.
